Because the current capabilities of our name check 
faciliti es could not cope with the total case load which you 
estimate, l feel that we can accept only those cases in which it 
has been determined that the applicant has been definitely 
s el ected for entry into the United States subject to twees sary 
screening. 

I nasmuc h as you are unable at this time to estimate the 
number of aliens scheduled for entry into the United States as 
the program progresses, I can of course give you no indication 
of how expeditiously your requests will be handled. I can only 
assure you of our utmost cooperation within the limitation of 
oar capabilities.

1. Attached for your signature is a reply to a second 
letter from Mr. Robert S. McCollum, Deputy Administrator,

2, The chief of our Registry estimates that he would 
need thirteen additional persons to keep the proposed flow of 
name checks on a current basis. I do not feel that our 
facilities should be increased to check applicants who are to be 
resettled in countries other than the United States, and inasmuch 
as State can give us no estimate as to the number scheduled for 
United States entry, our reply should not make a commitment 
for handling an undetermined case load.
